The 
decision of the judge as to what is unsoundness is final. 


22. Judges shall not award prizes to unworthy ex- 
hibits, whether there is competition or not, nor shall they 
award premiums on articles incorrectly entered or named. 


23. Each superintendent will make his entry and 
awards report to the secretary at his оћсе as soon as 
judging is completed. 


24. Any improper interference with the duties of 
the awarding judge will be reported to the secretary, and 
awards will be withheld for this reason. 


25. During the judging of stock, no persons will be 
admitted within the ring under any pretense whatever, 
except the judges and officers attending to their duties, 
and those having charge of the stock.

Concessions and Commercial Exhibits 


1. Each concessionaire or exhibitor must confine 
himself within the space assigned to him. No goods to be 
offered for sale outside of concession stand or exhibit ex- 
cepting where stipulated in contract. 


2. No ground will be allotted for booths, stands, 
swings, tents, etc., until the fee for such ground has been 
paid in full. This will be enforced to the letter. 


Ground for privileges that is available will be dis- 
posed of at a reasonable rate to be designated by the sec- 
retary-manager. 


3. Peddling of any nature within the stadium 
or on the grounds is strictly prohibited, except by a writ- 
ten permission of the secretary. Failure of the conces- 
sionaire to obey this rule subjects him to forfeiture of his 
privilege without reimbursement. 


The Fair Board will decline and prohibit the installa- 
tion of any exhibit or concession not approved by them. 
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Distribution by the exhibitors of any printed matter, sou- 
venirs or other articles shall be restricted to within the 
space occupied by their exhibit or concession and no 
exhibit may be so high along the front of the booth as to 
exclude the view of the adjoining exhibits from visitors 
passing through the aisles. Throwing souvenirs, loud 
shouting, or any unnecessary noises to attract attention 
will not be permitted. No gas baloons can be distributed. 
No radios, phonographs, public address systems or musi- 
cal instruments are allowed to operate during the Fair 
(except by special permission specified in contract). 


4. Gate keepers will examine each persons ticket 
before admitting him inside the grounds, and any wrong- 
ful use will forfeit the ticket to the Association. 


5. Novelties must be passed on by the board of dir- 
ectors before being brought on the grounds. The sale of 
objectionable articles is prohibited at all times. 


6. All advertising on the grounds shall be under 
the supervision of the secretary. Tacking of signs in the 
stadium and to the trees on the grounds is strictly pro- 
hibited.

Note—The chief purpose of this Modernized System of 
Judging is to promote breeding Standard Quality Birds 
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for high egg production and to fulfill а popular demand 
for birds bred for Intense Production Character.

3. Allawards will be made by comparison. The Ameri- 
can Standard of Perfection shall be the sole guide for the 
judges, and premiums are offered on all breeds and var- 
ieties recognized therein.
